However, a source close to 
the JRC said that four specific 
examples of grievances were in- 
cluded in the instructions. 

A Foreign Office source said 
that the terms contained in the 
new instructions would be the 
maximum possible concession 
Japan could make and said the 
North Korean side might find 
it difficult to reject the terms.

British newspapers generally 
agreed that Adenauer made his 
switch mainly to try to keep the 
Western stand strong at Geneva 
and in future negotiations with 
the Russians.

Japan Sends Stiff 
Protest to ROK 


Japan yesterday protested to 
South Korea against its seizure 
of a Japanese fishing boat and 
its attack on two patrol boats 
in the Japan Sea. 

The protest in the form of a 
note verbale handed to ROK 
Minister Choi Kyu Hah by Yu- 
jiro Iseki, chief of the Foreign 
Office Asian Affairs Bureau, de- 
manded the immediate return 
of the Shoei Maru No. 2 and its 
crew and measures to prevent 
recurrence of similar incidents. 

Japan said in its protest that 
it reserved its right to claim 
damage incurred by parties in- 
volving the incident. 

The 19-ton fishing boat, ac- 
cording to the Japanese note of 
protest, was captured by a Ko- 
rean craft 35 miles west of the 
Shirase Lighthouse off the Goto 
Islands, Nagasaki Prefecture, or 
six miles outside the so-called 
Rhee line, around 2:20 a.m. June 
3. The Japanese fish t was 
carrying a crew of 411, including 
the skipper.

OAS Votes 
To Organize 
Probe Team

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Council of the Organization of 
America States voted 17-2 
Thursday to establish a com- 
mittee to investigate the inva- 
sion of Nicaragua. 


The move was opposed by 
Cuba and Venezuela. 

The vote came after almost 
two hours of debate over a care- 
fully worded resolution accept- 
ing Nicaragua’s plea for hemis- 
pheric action in the invasion. 


The resolution specified, how- 
ever, that the committee will be 
empowered only to collect infor- 
mation upon the situation as 
denounced by Nicaragua. 

Once this information is avail- 
able, the resolution says, the 
council then can decide upon 
what steps to take. 


Threat ‘About Over’ 

MANAGUA, Nicaragua (AP) 
—President Luis Somoza claims 
that the threat to his regime 
from invading rebels and a gen- 
eral strike is “about over.” 


The 37-year-old dictator said 
again that his 2,000-man army 
has the situation under control. 

He told a news conference for 
foreign correspondents Thurs- 
day night that the decision on 
the Organization of American 
States to investigate the situa- 
tion in Nicaragua guarantees 


peace. 

Somoza had appealed to the 
OAS for hemispheric aid, but 
the organization’s council voted 
17-2 in Washington Thursday to 
empower a committee only to 
collect information. 

“Crazy adventurers” was So- 
moza’s term for the two plane- 
loads of Nicaraguan exiles and 
others who landed from Costa 
Rica last weekend in an attempt 
to launch an uprising against 
his regime. He said the rebels 
“are running so fast we cannot 
eatch them.”

K’chev Exchanges Views

BUDAPEST (UPI) — Soviet 
Premier Nikita S. Khrushchev

said. 


The sources said Khrushchev 
and the top leaders of Hungary’s 
Government and Communist 
Party had a three-hour lunch 
here Thursday afternoon and ex- 
changed views on questions of 
mutual interest. 


However, no further details 
were given and it is also very 
unlikely that a communique on 
the negotiations will be issued, 
the sources said. 


The Soviet Premier arrived 
here Thursday in the early after- 
noon by air from Tirana where 
he had spent a 10-day state visit.

Malinovsky, 

According to official Hungari- 
an statements, Khrushchev 
came to Hungary on an infor- 
mal friendship visit, likely to 
last two or three days.

City Gov’t Charges 


BERLIN (UPI)—The West 
Berlin City Government charged 
Thursday the Soviet bloc uses 
Berlin as its main base for 
espionage against the West. 


The city said East German 
Communists alone spend 200,- 
000,000 marks ($50,000,000) a 
year to finance spying. 


It said East Germany has 
8,000 permanent officials 
engaged in directing espionage 
activities. In addition, many of 
the 13,000 members of the 
“State Security Service” are 
spies or direct spying, the city 
said. 


The charges were contained 
in a 234-page White Book on 
Communist subversion said to 
have been delivered to the 
Western foreign ministers 
delegations in Geneva last week. 

Partial details of the White 
Book were disclosed here Thurs- 
day at a press conference by 
Joachim Lippschitz, head of the 
West Berlin Interior Depart- 
ment. 

He accused the Communists 
of 63 proven kidnapings in the

city since 1949. He said the 
Communists were suspected of 
21 more kidnapings although 
they could not be proven. 
Thirty-one kidnaping attempts 
failed, he reported. 

The White Book was design- 
ed to counter Soviet charges 
made at Geneva that the West- 
ern allies have made West Ber- 
lin a hotbed of espionage and 
sabotage. 

The White Book was deliver- 
ed only to the Western delega- 
tions at Geneva. Asked why 
the Soviets did not get one, too, 
Lippschitz said: “They know 
what's in it.” 


He said East Berlin is used 
as a base for the European 
espionage operations of the So- 
viet Union, Poland, Czechoslo- 
vakia, Romania and East Ger- 
many. 

He reported that Communist 
spies in the city outnumber 
West German  counterintelli- 
gence agents 16 to one. 

Lippschitz said the Commu- 
nists maintain 12,000 East Ber- 
lin homes and flats as meeting 
places for spies.

Addressing the National As-

It was also understood that 
one of the countries he had in 
mind in his warning on the 
recognition of the “Free Algeri- 
an Government” was the Afri- 
can republic of Guinea, which 
last year was the only former 
French African teritory to vote 
itself out of the French Com- 
rrunity. 


Countries which recognize 
the “Free Algerian Govern- 
ment” and with which France 
at present has diplomatic rela- 
tions are: Indonesia, Iraq, 
Jordan, Libya, Morocco, Sudan 
and Tunisia and there has 
never been any question of 
France breaking relations with 
these “countries. 


Debre defined the Govern- 
ment’s policy toward Algeria at 
length and his speech was well 
received by the center right 
majority of the Assembly in- 
cluding those critics who ac- 
cuse President Charles de 
Gaulle of wanting to “negotiate” 
with the insurgents. 


A-Armed Force Seen

BERLIN (AP)—Political ob- 
servers in West Berlin speculate 
that the Kremlin intends to put 
pressure on the Geneva Big- 
Four conferees by hinting it 
may go ahead negotiating a sepa- 
rate peace treaty with East Ger- 
many. 

This was the initial reaction 
to an official announcement that 
party leader Walter Ulbricht 
and Premier Otto Grotewohl 
will head an 18-man official East 


German delegation leaving for 
Moscow next Monday. 


They are expected to meet 
with Premier Nikita Khrush- 
chev who is due back Saturday 
from a trip to Albania and 
Hungary. 

West Berlin observers ex- 
pressed belief that the trip 
would be used to begin negotia- 
tions on a separate peace treaty, 
something the Russians have 
long been threatening. 

If a separate peace treaty. were 
signed it would give the Soviets 
a “legal excuse” for ending their 
occupation of East Berlin and 
giving the East Germans con- 
trol over allied military traffic 
between West Berlin and Weat 
Germany. 

The official announcement did 
not say how long the delegation 
would stay in Moscow. Foreign 
Minister Lithar Bolz, who heads’ 
the East German advisory group 
at Geneva, will not join the 
delegation.

Tibet Revolt

NEW DELHI (Kyodo-Reuter)

Genocide Alleged 
GENEVA (UPI)—The Red 
Chinese have killed 65,000 Tibe- 
tans since 1950 in attempt to 
destroy them as a national, 
ethnical, racial and religious 
group, the International Com- 
mission of Jurists reported Fri- 
day. 
“These acts,” the report said, 
“constitute the crime of geno- 
cide.” 

The commission, a non-Gov- 
ernmental organization of about 
35,000 lawyers from 53 nations, 
said it has decided “to initiate 
such action as envisaged 
the Genocide Convention of 
1948 and by the Charter of the 
United Nations for suppression 
of these acts and appropriate 
redress. 

“What is happening in Tibet,” 
the report said, “is reminiscent 
of the conquest by some Euro- 
pean countries and domination 
over Asian and African peoples 
on the plea of bringing progress 
in those lands, described by 
complacent persons as the 
‘white man’s burden.’ 

“In a sense, it reminds one

Court Drops 
Case Against 
U.S. Marine 


YOKOHAMA—The Yokohama 
District Court decided Thursday 
to waive jurisdiction over U.S. 
—- Pfc. Adolf W. Merten, 

25, who was arrested by Japa- 
nese police last month on 
charges of hit-and-run driving. 

The court waived jurisdiction 
upon appeal by U.S. naval au 
thorities who said Merten would 
be court-martialed. 

Merten was arrested May 12 
for hitting and injuring a Japa- 
nese Maritime Self-Defense 
Force officer while fleeing in a 
jeep he stole at the Oppama 
naval air facility. 

Merten had been restricted to 


-| his base for the fatal shooting 


of a Japanese, Shiro Tagawa, 
two years ago in a bar in Yoko 
suka. 

The Yokosuka District Court 
on July 31, 1957, had cleared 
Merten of the charge of killing 
Tagawa, ruling that he was suf- 
fering from mental derange 
ment at the time. 

Upon appeal of the procu- 
rators, however, the okyo 
Higher Court last year found 
Merten guilty of “gross negli- 
gence resulting in death” and 
sentenced him to two years in 
prison. 

Merten then appealed the ver- 
dict to the Supreme Court which 
is now reviewing the case. 

The hit-and-run incident oc 
curred while Merten was re 
stricted to his base pending a 
Supreme Court ruling.

Plan Getting 


Big Response 


The Government's plan to 
send about 80 young people 
from rural communities on 
educational tours to various 
countries of the world this year 
reportediy is getting enthusi- 
astic response in all prefectures. 

About 20 older people will go 
along as leaders. 


The tour plan is being spon- 
sored by the Central Youth 
Problem Council of the Prime 
Minister’s Office as part of the 
Goverhment’s program to com- 
memorate Crown Prince Aki- 
hito’s wedding. 

Prime Minister Nobusuke Ki- 
shi is said to be so interested 
in the plan that he has ordered 
an increase in the fiscal 1959 
budgetary appropriation of ¥80 
million for the project. 

The council, which is usually 
busy with the problem of re 
habilitation of delinquent 
youths, is now actively pushing 
with the aim of helping to raise. 
“model young. leaders” in 
Japan's rural communities. 


The 80 youths, including girls, 
will be sent in four groups on 
tours lasting about § three 
months. They will be dispatch- 
ed to four areas of the globe— 
to European countries, the 
US., Southeast Asia, and Aus- 
tralia and New Zealand. 


All will have the mission of 
gaining knowledge about agri- 
culture, dairy farming and fruit- 
growing as well as general con- 
ditions abroad. 


According to the council's 
secretariat, the tour plan, based 
on Kishi’s pet idea to , give 
bright. hope to youths,” has 
brought on a flood of recommen- 
dations of suitable persons for 
the trips from all prefectures. 

So many have been recom- 
mended that the selection of the 
100 going abroad, including the 
leaders, is no easy task, the of- 
ficials said.

Kanagawa to Sign 
Rating Agreement 


YOKOHAMA—The Kanagawa 
Prefectural Board of Education 
is expected to sign an agree- 
ment today with the Kanagawa 
Teachers Union for adoption of 
the “Kanagawa formula” of the 
teachers’ efficiency Aesew « sys- 
tem. 

The Kanagawa ape will go 
into effect next Tuesday. 

A board spokesman said teach- 
ers are requested to voluntarily 


report the results of self-exami- 


nation of their educational act- 
ivities to the school principal. 
The principal does not rate the 
teachers under the Kanagawa 
formula. 

The purpose of the system is 
to encourage the teachers to im- 
prove their teaching activities 
of their own volition. He added, 
however, that teachers will not 
be obliged to submit the report. 

Meanwhile, a spokesman for 
the Japan Teachers Union 
charged that the Kanagawa for- 
mula was practically the same 
as the Education Ministry's ori- 
ginal rating system which was 
so bitterly opposed by the JTU.

Envoys Give Views 
On Foreign Policy 


The Japanese ambassadors to 
the United States, Britain and 
Sovet Russia yesterday gave 
their frank views on the Gov- 
ernment’s foreign policy on the 
third day of their talks with 
Foreign Office officials. 

The ambassadors were Koichi- 
ro Asakai to Washington, Katsu- 
mi Ohno to London and Suemi- 
tsu Kadowaki to Moscow. They 
returned here for a review of 
the international situation with 
the Foreign Office. 

At yesterday’s meeting, they 
were briefed on the Japan-U.S. 
Security Treaty revision talks, 
the Korean repatriation issue 
and pending problems between 
Japan and South Korea and 
Russia. 

Ohno found fault with the 
country’s manner of negotiating 
the Korean repatriation issue.

Local Labor 
Situation Is 
Better: Seko 


The labor situation in Japan 
has begun to show improve- 
ment, Koichi Seko, chief of the 
Economic Planning Agency, 
said in his economic report 
yesterday before a meeting of 
Cabinet ._members concerned 
with economic affairs. 

In his economic report center- 
ed on the month of May, Seko 
said that all phases of economy 
in Japan—production, commodi- 
ty prices, trade and finance— 
were progressing smoothly. 

With the improvement in the 
labor situation, he said econom- 
jc activity Was at a normal level 
and going well, 

He said that the average of 
the mining and manufacturing 
industries for the January- 
April period indicates that pro 
duction, which had risen sharp- 
ly since last autumn, has turn- 
ed to a comdiition of “quiet in- 
crease.” 

Orders for machinery in 
creased sharply in March but the 
phenomenon should be regard- 
ed as due to seasonal demand 
rather than indication of a 
trend toward future equipment 
investment, he said. 

However, it is an indication 
that enterprises are eager to 
carry out equipment invest- 
ment, he added. 

He said the international re 
celpts and revenues for April 
stood at $7 million in the black 
although imports along with 
greater production activity and 
exports declined slightly due to 
seasonal factors. 

But in view of the fact that 
exports, compared to the cor- 
responding period of last year, 
have increased nearly 20 per 
cent, he said there is no change 
in the steady increase of ex- 
ports, a : 

He said the easing of the

West Germany finally modi- 
fied jts stand and at the 14th 
general mee of the General 
Agreement on Tariffs and Trade 
(GATT) held last month in 
Geneva it promised member na- 
tions that with the exception of 
‘four items, including agricul- 


tural —- imports would 
be li lized within three 
years. 


The Tokyo negotiations will 
be based on this decision and 
specifically the talks will con- 
cern the question of liberaliza- 
tion and the conditions attach- 
ed thereto.

Indonesia

The Japanese Government is 
said to be taking a cautious at- 
titude toward the Indonesian 
proposal in view of the antici- 
pated influence of such credit 
on other countries with which

NEW YORK STOCKS 


NEW YORK (AP)—The stock 
market fell sharply in active trad- 
ing Thursday. The market was 
mixed and active at the opening 
with the ticker tape late. It turn- 
ed lower around noon and had «4 
sharp sinking spell inthe final 
hour. Heavy selling put the tick- 
er tape behind floor transactions 
for most of the final half hour. 

Most losses ranged from a few 
cents to around $2 a share, but 
there were wider losers. Chemi- 
cals were hard hit. Steels, mo- 
aircrafts, petrolewns, rails, 
coppers and electrical equipments 
also fell. Electronics had stood out 
as gainers early in the session, but 
most of them had losses at the 


close. 

Standard and Poor’s 500-stock in- 
dex lost 62 cents—a wide break in 
this indicator—at $5743. The Dow- 
Jones 30 industrials fell $685 at 
$630.44. The Associated Press aver- 
age of 60 stocks fell $2.90 to $225.- 
30, its sharpest break since May 7 
when it lost $2.90. 

Of 1,257 issues traded, 861 declin- 
ed, 216 advanced, and 180 were un- 
changed. 

Based on the fall in the AP aver- 
age, the quoted value of all stocks 
listed on the New York Exchange 
lost an estimated $3,500 million. 

Volume rose to 3,210,000 shares 
compared with 2,910,000 shares 
traded Wednesday. 

Wall Street observers gave two 
reasons for the sharp decline: 

1. The market's failure to ral- 
ly Wednesday after its setback 
Tuesday. This, they said, brought 
profit-taking. 

2. The growing possibility the 
4\%4 per cent interest rate ceiling 
on long-term U.S. Government 
bonds may be raised. This would 
not only make borrowing more ex- 
pensive, but it would likely make 
many bonds more attractive to in- 
vestors than stocks because of the 
higher interest rates. 

Nine of the 16 most active issues 
declined and seven advanced. 
Aluminium Ltd. was the most ac- 
tive stock, up % at 3134 on 135,- 
900 shares. Second was Lorillard, 
up 2% at 43 on 91,400 shares. Third 
was American Telephone (new), off

Japan-U.K. 
Trade Talks 
Postponed 


LONDON (AP)—Japanese 
officials Friday ended another 
round of talks with Britain con- 
cerning a proposed treaty of 
commerce and navigation on a 
ho 1 note. 

orao Ushiroku of the Japa- 
nese Foreign Office and Teruo 
Kosugi, who have been leading 
the Japanese team in talks with 
British Board of Trade officials 
since mid-March, planned to fly 
to Brussels Friday afternoon 
and will continue their journey 
to Tokyo Saturday. 

They are returning to report 
to their Government on talks 
which, British officials said, 
made good progress in clarify- 
ing issues and a recenalling points 
of view. 

A number of major issues re- 
main to be solved, a British 
spokesman said, but a fuller 
understanding of their implica- 
tions has been reached. 

Japanese and British officials 
will be keeping in touch and it 
is hoped that more progress 
will be made, but no firm date 
has been fixed for the next 
series of meetings. 

In any event it is unlikely 
that they will be held before 
the late fall. 

Japan and Britain have been 
working on the treaty of com- 
merce and navigation since 1955. 
It is an exacting process, for 
such a treaty would stabilize 
all the legal and economic rela- 
tions between the two countries. 

A treaty of navigation and 
commerce is much more com, 
plex than a simple trade agree- 
ment, such as the trade and 
payments agreement between 
Britain and Japan which was 


renewed for one vear in March.. 


It will deal with all the legal 
matters that might come up be- 
tween individuals and firms in 
the two big trading nations and 
would put commercial relations 
between the two countries on a 
sounder, long-term footing.

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Dr. Sukarno’s Visit 


Indonesian President Sukarno is due to arrive in Tokyo 
today for a second visit to Japan. 

Dr. Sukarno came to this country at the end of January 
last year in the course of an Afro-Asian tour, and he created 


a good impression here. 


That visit, of course, followed closely on the 


heels of 


the signing of the Japan-Indonesia peace treaty and repara- 
tions payment agreement in Djakarta by Foreign Minister 
Fujiyama and Dr. Subandrio, the Indonesian Foreign Min 
ister, on January 20, 1958. On his return from Djakarta 
on that occasion, Mr. Fujiyama remarked that Indonesia 
was full of a constructive spirit to build up the nation’s 


economy. 


Unfortunately, expectations entertained here of greatly 
enhanced trade between the two countries have not been 


fulfilled. In fact, the volume 


of trade actually underwent 


a sharp decline last year, largely owing to the shortage of 
foreign exchange on the part of Indonesia. 

At the beginning of the present year prospects looked 
brighter, but new clouds have arisen on the political 
horizon in Indonesia which are causing some misgivings. 
Lt. Gen. Nasution, the Indonesian Army Chief of Staff, on

. @risis which has arisen following the rejection of President 
Sukarno’s “guided democracy” plan by the Constituent As- 
sembly in Bandung. Dr. Sukarno’s proposal to return to 

. the revolutionary Constitution of 1945 failed to get a two 
thirds majority on the third vote. This is not, of course, 


the first 


time that Dr. Sukarno has failed to convince the 


people’s representatives that his guidance plan is the best 
for Indonesia. Convinced that the political factions in Indo- 
nesia, and their disputes, are holding back the progress of 
his country, the President at one time advocated a course 
which would amount to doing away with all the exist- 
ing Indonesian political parties. It appears that he sub. 
sequently modified his views to some extent, but he still 
held to the main idea.of a suprapartisan administration 
which would rise above the party spirit although it would 
include representatives of all the original parties. 


In actual fact, however, it appears that the “Sukarno 
plan” would mean the transfer of authority from parlia- 
mentary institutions to the President and would consequent- 
ly only be democracy in name. 

The upshot of this situation is that, although the Gov- 
ernment has been largely successful in putting down re- 
gional revolts, the future of the central administration re- 
mains uncertain and the practical consequence is that .at 
the present moment General Nasution and the army are the 
masters of the situation. It has been asked in some quar- 
ters how it is, when the form of government in Indonesia 


remains somewhat unsettled, 


the President feels able to 


travel extensively abroad. This is a question that we can- 
not, of course, answer; but possibly Dr. Sukarno finds a 
certain aloofness from domestic political quarrels serves to 
augment rather than diminish his prestige. Of his high 
standing with the Indoriesian people generally there can be 


no doubt; he is almost universally regarded as the leader 
and the savior of his country. 


There can also be no doubt, however, tHat in plumping 
has 


for “guided democracy,” Dr. 


Sukarno chosen a 


course. Indonesia is certainly not alone in being called upon 
to try to put such ideas in practice. They have been tried 
in many countries, and in various ages of the world’s 
, but never with permanent success. Indeed, it may 
perhaps be claimed with some justice that guidance and 

democracy are contradictory terms in practical politics. 
However, it is not as the apostle of “guided democracy” 
that we welcome President Sukarno again to Japan but as 
the head of a great Asian nation, with abundant potential 
that we feel certain is destined to achieve great 


prosperity in the future. 


Indonesia’s present difficulties are only temporary, and 
must not be magnified by those who wish her well. 


We hope that Dr. Sukarno’s present visit to Japan will 
prove of value to both countries, and that the present year 
will witness a large increase in business transactions be- 


tween them. Of the interest 


of Japanese businessmen in 


Indonesia there can be no doubt, and an improvement in 
commercial facilities in that country is what is most needed 


to stimulate trade. 


Closer Economic Ties 


Finance Ministry Plans to Ease Regulations for Foreign Investment 


Japan needed foreign invest- 
ment for postwar reconstruc- 
tion. The end of the period 
of reconstruction, however, does 
not mean that the need for 
foreign investment will cease to 
be felt, 

On the contrary, the lack of 
capital persists because the na- 
tional economy of Japan must 
grow further in order to assure 
a decent living to‘her expanding 
population. Despite the falling 
off of the birth rate, the popu- 
lation in the economically pro- 
ductive age brackets will conti- 
nue to increase and those young 
workers must be gainfully em- 

loyed. 

Foreign investment may as- 
sume various forms. It may 
be loans from the World Bank, 
from the U.S. Export-Import 
Bank, or from foreign commer- 
cial banks. It may be invest- 
ments in Japanese debentures 
or stocks and it may also be 
made as technical assistance. 

It is one thing for Japan to 
be ready to welcome foreign 
investments. But on the other 
hand foreign businessmen may 
not like to invest in enterprises 
of this country. Aside from 
Japan's geographical proximity 
to the Communist bloc, the 
Japanese economy must be 
stable and pro&perous enough 
in order to attract foreign 
investors. 


Toshiba-GE Contract 

Recent indications are, how- 
ever, that the U.S. businessmen 
are more than ever interested 
in Japan now. For instance, 
the Tokyo Shibaura Electric 
Co. announced on May 19 a long- 
term contract with General 
Electric, by which Toshiba will 
supply transistors, vacuum 
tubes, transistor ‘radios and 
other electronic devices. GE 
will use its own trademark in 
the sales of some of the Toshiba 
products to be supplied under 
the new agreement. 


This contract cannot technic- 
ally be regardéd as a case of 
foreign investment. It is an 
export contract. If the contract 
works out successful as expect- 
ed, it will nevertheless strength- 
en the economic ties between 
Japan and the United States. 

To be attractive to Japan, the 
deal must allow for reasonably 
good prices. At any rate, Japan 
should be able to produce elec- 
tronic components more cheaply 
than the United States, because 
of the lower cost of manual 
labor here. 

As for the quality of work, 
the GE inspectors visited the 
Toshiba factories three times 
since last October and they put 
so much confidence in Japanese 
technique that they are going 
to sell the products with the 
GE trademark on a worldwide 
basis. 


Straw in the Wind 


It seems that the U.S. manu- 
facturers are now fully engaged 
with production for military 
purposes. Missiles and other 
modern weapons are fully laden 
with electronic components. 

The first batch of exports will 
comprise one million vacuum 
tubes, 800,000 transistors and 
75,000 transistor radios totaling 
some ¥800 million in value. 
Price, quantity and specifica- 
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ther it will be renewed upon 
expiration. On the other hand, 
US. manufacturers—Silvania, 
Motorola and RCA—are also re- 
ported to be exploring the pos- 
sibility of cooperation with 
Japanese firms. 

Transistors, vacuum tubes 
and pocket-size radios are cer- 
tainly light goods. But they 
are heavy enough to be called 
a straw in wind. The Toshiba. 
GE deal may set a pattern for 
future economic cooperation. 
There are a few parallels in 
the manufacturing of bearings 
and in some other fields. 

Favorable Legislation 

As these instances indicate, 
the trend is for closer economic 
ties with foreign countries and 
foreign investment is expected 
to be spurred on. - 

At present, foreign investment 
is subject to official supervision 
in accordance with the provi- 
sions of the Law Concerning 
Foreign Investment of May 10, 
1950. This law, enacted for 
induction of foreign capital for 
economic reconstruction, as- 
sures complete freedom to for- 
eign investors in the remittance 
home of both the fruit and prin- 
cipal of investments. 

In other words, the Japanese 
law makes no reserve in wel- 
coming foreign investment. 
This kind of legislation, paral- 
leled by few other countries, 
Was necessary to induce invest- 
ment in Japan, then under Al- 
lied occupation. The foreign 
currency reserve at that time 
was only $200 million. 

This legislation, though pur- 
ported to be favorable to foreign 
investoms, has its reverse side, 
however. Since Japan guaran- 
tees 100 per cent freedom in re- 
mittance, the Government tends 
to be strict in screening cases 
of investment for approval. 

No Assurance 

If official approval is withheld, 
the remittance arising out of 
foreign investment is made sub- 
ject to the regulations for for- 
eign exchange control. As a mat- 
ter of fact, this gives virtually no 
assurance at all to foreign in- 
vestors in regard to remittance. 

Those investors, whose ap- 
plications have been approved 


by the Japanese Government, 
may be satisfied—-that is if the 
procedure has not involved too 
much red tape. When the ap- 
plication is turned down, how- 
ever, foreign busiriessmen may 
be left puzzling as to whether 
Japan is sincere in purporting 
to invite foreign investment. 
In these circumstances, the 
Finance Ministry is planning to 
open up a way to permit re- 
mittance home in a manner 
practically satisfactory to for- 
eign investors.

Timely Plan

“In addition,” states the Li- 
brary of Congress report, “$1,- 
500,000 has been requested for 
fiscal year 1960 for the services 
of 101 persons hired for special 
White House projects. This 
staff gives assistance to the 
President on particular prob- 
lems of public policy. 

“The budget for fiscal 1960,” 
continues the report, “asks for 
$1,055,000 to pay the expenses 
and salaries of 170 White House 

. This amount is seven 
times the $150,650 provided for 
in 1938 (under FDR) and near- 
ly twice the $652,000 voted in 
1952 (under Truman). Exclud- 
ed are the police employed for 
the personal protection of the 
President and his family.” 

The present White House 
budget of approximately $5 mil- 
lion says the Library of Con- 
gress study, “does not include 
the numerous agencies which 
act In an advisory capacity to 
the President.” Appropriations 
amounting to $97,226,000 were 
requested for the fiscal year 1960 
for the entire executive office 
of the President—including the 
Budget Bureau, civil defense, 
etc. 

Not in Budget . 

The Library of Congress list- 
ed other services enjoyed by 
the President, but pa‘d for by 
the Army, Air Force, and other 
agencies. 

“President Eisenhower has at 
his disposal a fleet of limousines, 
planes, helicopters, two cabin 
cruisers ... ail supported by 
the Federal taxpayers. The air 
fiéet available for the Presi- 
dent’s use consists of a four- 
engine Super Constellation, two 
six-passenger Aero-Commanders, 
and a number of helicopters. In 
addition, three Boeing 707 jet 
airliners are on order for use 
of the. President, high-ranking 
officials, and heads of state. 

“The super Constellation 
Columbine III .. . cost in the 
neighborhod of $3 million ... 
The Air Force estimates the 
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per hour cost of running the 
plane is approximately $711. 


“It is reported that at least 
20 cars are rented on a regular 
basis for use by the President 
and his staff. Additional vehicl- 
es are made available when the 
use arises. The President is 
reported to have three cars: a 
recent-model Cadillac, a bub- 
bletop Lincoln costing $30,000, 
and a Chrysler Imperial equip- 
ped with a sliding roof. 
heavily constructed ~ Cadillacs 
costing about $65,000 each are 
occupied by Secret Service men 
who accompany the President. 
The Army furnishe: chauffeurs 
for this fleet of cars. ‘ 

“President Eisenhower also 
has a motorized golf car which 
cost approximately $1,000. It is 
driven by a Secret Service man.” 

The report on Presidential ex- 
mses spells ou. the fact that 
although the yachi 
burg was given up by President 
Eisenhower in 1953, it was tied 
up at the Washington Navy 
Yard until 1957. Democratic 
congressmen claim it was used 
during this four-year period for 
social functions by members of 
the Cabinet and White House 
staff, though thi: was not ad- 
mitted by the \.hite House. 

“In place of the Williams- 
burg,” says the Library of Con- 
gress report, “President Eisen- 
hower has the use of two naval 
vessels, the Barbara Anne and 
the. Susie E, nar d for his 
granddaughters. The 92-foot 
Barbara Anne cost about $140,- 
000 to recondition and the 60- 
foot Susle E about $35,000, It is 
estimated that the Navy spends 
approximately $60,000 each year 
for their maintenance.

In his at 
Carnegie Hall, New York on 
April 15, Tom Mboya assured 
his audience: “I have repeat- 
edly been asked about the use 
of violence to achieve freedom. 
To this I can only answer that 
we are totally committed to 
nonviolent positive action.” 
Having seen the excesses and 
tragedies of the Mau Mau move- 
ment in Kenya, Mboya urged 
all the participants at the Accra 
Conference to employ constitu- 
tional methods and he advocat- 
ed nonviolent resistance. He 
asked the delegates to condemn 
violence in principle. 

In an article entitled “Africa 
Shakes Off Colonial Slavery” by 
I. Potekhin which appeared in 
the February issue of “Interna- 
tional Affairs,” Moscow, the 
writer ridicules Mboya’s creed 
of nonviolence. He even queries 
whether Tom Mboya speaks for 
his countrymen. The leaders of 
the Soviet Union have been in 
the habit of speaking for peo- 
ples outside their land and have 
often tried to interfere in the 
affairs of other states. Is Potek- 
hin, a Russian, better qualified 
to speak in the name of Kenya 
than Mboya who is the presi- 
dent of the Kenya Trade Unions 
Federation and one of eight suc- 
cessful candidates to the Legis- 
lative Council? 


With a maturity seldom seen 
in men of his age, Tom Mboya 
recognizes the Soviet designs to 
create unrest and disunity in 
Kenya. The Communists did 
their best to play Jomo Ken- 
yatta, leader of the Mau Mau 
movement. which employed 
crude and violent means, 
against Mboya. who stood firm 
in his disapproval of their 
methods. The Chinese Commu- 
nists’ action in Tibet and the 
Russians’ action in Hungary are 
adequate testimony to the ruth- 
lessness and hypocrisy of the 
Communists and their disregard 
for national integrity. 


Whatever the rule of the Eu- 
ropean colonial powers may be, 
they have, to quote Chester 
Bowles, former American am- 
bassador to India, “conscience.” 
Although they may not be mov- 
ing fast enough for some in 
granting independence, their 
record shows that they are mov- 
ing in that direction. The 
Communists have a record not 
of retreat and of granting of 
self-government but rather of 
enslaving formerly independent 
countries. The lesson is there 
for those who choose to see it. 
As a Burmese Prime Minister 
said after an unfruitful meeting 
with Prime Minister Churchill 
years ago... “It is better to be 
with the ‘devil’ you know, than 
to join a new devil you don’t 
know.” ’
